TO RE-ORGANIZE RED CROSS 

West Liberty, Ky., Nov. 11, lfl38. 

I sent in my resignation to the Red 
Cross something like two years ago 
and I have for the last two years 
been continually asking them to re¬ 
lease me as Chairman of the Red 
Cross. 

The Headquarters are insisting that 
we simply re-organize here and in 
that way retain the charter; otherwise 
the charter here will be taken away 
from Morgan County. Now I am sure 
you know of the value of the services 
that has been rendered here by the 
Red Cross through the years since 
1917 when it was organized. In every 
emergency they have responded in a 
splendid way. We do not know how 
soon that another occasion will arise 
when it will be necessary to use the 
offices of the Red Cross to relieve 
distress here in our own midst. Per 
sonally I am convinced that it would 
be a matter of deep regret in the fu¬ 
ture if this chapter should be permit¬ 
ted to entirely disintegrate and the 
charter taken away from us. 

Mr. Dixon, the Field Manager, has 
been trying for some time to get a 
group together here for the purpose 
of re-organization. One disappoint¬ 
ment after another has come to him. 
He called me over the telephone this 
morning from Lexington and virtu¬ 
ally said that unless we got together 
at once and formed an organization 
that the matter would be closed 
down. I personally am not willing to 
remain in as Chairman longer. I have 
served now for twenty years. All of 
you know that this service has been 
gratis except for the pleasure that I 
got from feeling that I was of some 
service to those who needed help. 

I want all who are interested in 
this work to meet at my office on 
Friday evening, November 18, at 
7:00 o’clock at which time we will 
undertake to effect a new qrganiza- 
timi. Please make an arrangement 
to be present for I think this is im¬ 
portant to the community and the 
county. I will ask you further to call 
attention to this letter to the other 
members of your family and be sure 
to have some one present, either the 
man or the woman or both.

FALCONS ARE EDUCATED BY 
SPORTSMEN IN ENGLAND.— 
In Shakespeare’s England, when 
the sport of falconry was at the 
height of its popularity, the train 
ing process was intricate and in¬ 
volved. The first step in the 
bird’s education was the fasten¬ 
ing of short straps of leather- 
jesses—to her legs. These straps 
remained always on the bird and 
were used to secure her to the 
leash. The second process was 
called seeling the hawk. A needle 
with flne thread was passed 
through the lower Hd of one eye. 
Also there was hooding; a cap 
was drawn over the bird’s head 
to insure darkness. The hood was 
generally worn when the bird 
was at rest. The third step was 
manning the hawk. She was held 
.upon the wrist while her feath¬ 
ers were stroked, until she be¬ 
came accustomed to being close 
to human beings. Good meat 
helped in this. The fourth proc¬ 
ess was training in the actual 
hunt. Today seeling and hooding 
are omitted in this country. 

Falconry was practiced as long 
ago as the time of the Babylon¬ 
ians, but only recently has it been 
taken up in the United States.
